Charles Skinner, "the mad poet 


of Amboy," had his fifth request 
for freedom turned down yester- 
day by Circuit Judge Ralph Max- 
well of Chester. 


Skiner was sentenced to life 


imprisonment for the 1935 shoot- 
ng of Olive Derwent, Amboy. The 
girl died later in a hospital. 


For the fifth time in three years, 


Skinner sought his release on a 
writ of habeas corpus, charging 
that legal procedures at his first 
trial were defective. 


Skinner had four similar peti- 


tions filed and refused in Judge 
George C. Dixon's Circuit court. 
His latest unsuccessful attempt 
was in Randolph county, home of 
the state penitentiary at Menard 
where Skinner is serving time. 


Under law, Skinner was eligible 


to petition from either the county 
in which he was convicted or the 
county in which he is confined. 


Four Dixon residents testified, 


after being subpoenaed, in the 
Randolph county hearing. All took 
part m Skinner's original trial: 
Sheriff Gilbert Finch, then deputy 
sheriff; Anna Moore, court re- 
porter; Ward Miller, then sheriff, 
and Edward Jones, state's attorney 
at- the time. 


Draftees May 
Get Discharge 
After a Year 


Montgomery, Ala., Oct. 25— 


(AP)—Secretary of the Army 
Gray today disclosed plans to 
offer discharges from the army 
to 30,000 men who entered service 
under the draft law. 


"Upon completion of 12 months' 


service, these men will be offered 
immediate separation, beginning 
December 1," Gray said in a 
speech prepared for the annual 
conference of The National Guard 
Association. "We anticipate that 
most of these men will take ad- 
vantage of our offer." 


These men had entered under 


the draft law's requirement for 
21 months' service. Gray said the 
earlier release had been approved 
by Secretary of Defense Johnson, 
who has power under the law to 
shorten the period of service. 


The army secretary made the 


announcement in telling of steps 
being taken to reduce the army 
from 656,000 men to 630,000 by 
next February. He said: 


"We have eliminated one-year 


enlistments, we have raised the 
GCT (General Classification Tests) 
entrance requirements fiom 80 to 
90, and we plan to return approxi- 
mately 2,300 reserve officers to 
inactive duty. 


"The 
main cutback in strength 


will be accomplished, however— 
and this is the 
first 
announce- 


ment concerning this action—the 
main cut-back will 
be 
accom- 


plished by release of 21-month 
inductees and enlistees who came 
into the army as a result of the 
selective service law."

What then can be done so that 


Europe does get healthy? 
About 


the main thing the report said 
was this: The U. S. should in- 
crease the amount of things it 
imports. It said: 


"World trade is fundamentally 


out of balance . . . other countries 
simply are not earning enough 
dollars to pay for what they 
import from us.^ Th 
dollar shortage." 


In other words: If Europe could 


sell us more of its own things— 
since we'd pay them with dollars 
for what_we bought—they'd have 
more dollars to buy from us. 


From July 1914 through 1S48, 


the report said, the U. S. exported 
goods and services to a value of 
$270 billion and imported goods 
and services valued at about $169 
billion. 


How Paid For* 


So we exported $101 billion more 


than we imported in that 34-year 
period. How wag the difference 
paid for? 


Some if it was in donations by 


private individuals or organiza- 
tions, some in capital loans by 
private groups. 
But—$68 billion 


came from the U. S. government. 


Of that amount, $49 billion was 


in grants, almost all made since 
1941, and $19 billion in loans. 
Said the report: 


"The American taxpayer there- 


fore has a direct interest in closing 
the dollar gap as soon as possible." 


Then the report reasons this 


way: 
One method of making a 


balance in the future would be 
to cut down on such government 
help. 


But, without such help unless 


some other method was found, 
Europe couldn't buy from us. Then 
we couldn't sell to her. That 
would bring trade in both di- 
rections to a low level. 


And the ECA experts, like many 


others, consider that bad. So it 
lists four things that could be 
done: 


1. We could continue to shovel 


out American taxpayers' money so 
Europeans, with our money, could 
buy from us. This "is no solution 
of the basic problem," said the 
report. 


2. We could cut down on our 


exports but that would damage 
our various export businesses and 
"would cause 
world 
trade 
to 


stagnate again as in the 1930's. 


Gap Too Large 


3. Americans could invest capi- 


tal in Europe and "this is highly 
desirable" but "the gap is much 
too large to be closed by thia 
method alone." 


4. We could increase our pur- 


chase of imports, thus putting 
money into the hands of Europeans 
to buy our exports to them. 


The report likes No. 3 and No. 4. 


Putting No. 4 across, the report 
points, would require things like 
these: 


Lowering those American tariffs 


which are too high, in the opinion 
of the ECA specialists, on the 
goods we could use. (The report 
turns thumbs down on just buying 
any kind of European imports and 
emphasizes we should buy only 
what we need, but points out we 
could use plenty.) 


The report goes into some detail 


on what the European nations in 
turn should do to step up exports 
to us, including reducing and im- 
proving their controls on stuff 
they'd import from us. 


All this is just an ECA report 


but it shows what ECA's special- 
ists think after looking over the 
field at home and abroad. What 
this government, congress and the 
European governments do is some- 
thing else.

Small-Scale Collective Bargaining 


Predictions are being freely offered these days that 


President Truman may seize both the coal mines and the 
steel mills if strikes in these basic industries are not settled 
soon. 


Apparently the affected labor unions would welcome the 


move in the belief that the government then would proceed 
to apply union terms in working agreements. 


But if seizure does come to pass it will provide notice to 


the American people that the collective bargaining process 
as now conducted is definitely getting out of hand. It is ob- 
vious that these stalemates- between giant industrial and un- 
ion forces are not in the public interest. 


No matter who is right in these or any similar disputes, 


neither side has the right to inflict the kind of damage upon 
the economy—and hence people generally—that is almost 
inevitably the outcome of such widespread work stoppages. 


The president's steel fact-finding board itself suggested 


that labor controversy ought not to be allowed to reach the 
massive proportions of today's typical conflicts. It advised 
the steel industry and the steel union to go back to bargain- 
ing on a company-by-company basis. 


Were bargaining to be conducted once more at the com- 


pany level, the vast crippling effect of industry-wide strikes 
would be eliminated from the picture. A strike would still 
hurt, but not as much as now. 


Furthermore, negotiations on this narrower footing 


would mean an end to huge aggregations of power arrayed 
against each other in a war of attrition. It is the very scale 
of these battles that seems to make government intervention 
so often the only solution. 


For both management and labor commit so much of their 


strength and prestige in these struggles that neither can 
easily give ground. The nationwide scope of the dispute; 
puts the public spotlight upon them and thus intensifies the 
difficulty. 


When bargaining is attempted under these conditions, 


it seldom bears much resemblance to the man-to-man horse 
trading that really leads to a reconciliation of divergent 
views. What usually happens is that each side states its 
position in unyielding fashion and then sits back to wait for 
the government to step in and enforce a settlement. 


In the past, more often than not the government-en 


forced solution has been favorable to labor, which explains 
why unions still welcome intervention by Washington. Bui 
under different circumstances the decision could as easily go 
the other way. 


Only when the government makes clear it will not take a 


hand do the parties get together in something roughly like 
the old bargaining situation. The General Motors strike oJ 
1946 was settled fast once the union understood that Wash- 
ington would not act. 


But most of the time the government cannot sit idly by. 


The impact of coal and steel strikes is too far-reaching to 
allow a hands-off policy indefinitely. 


The dilemma we are in today will continue to recur until 


genuine collective bargaining on a reasonable scale is re- 
stored in all basic industries.

Every so often it is necessary to 


repeat the warning that acute ap- 
pendicitis is a serious disease and 
that there are still too many 
deaths resulting from it each year. 
Although modern, prompt treat- 
ment—usually 
by surgery—has 


greatly reduced the danger from 
appendicitis, the taking cathartics 
or failing to make a diagosis early 
enough can bring serious results. 


The pam accompanying appen- 


dicitis is often not as severe as 
people expect it to be. This is par- 
t.cularly true in older people. The 
n^ult is that people often ignore 
it for .-everal days and by that 
Un.e the appendix may have rup- 
tured and caused peritonitis. 


Occasionally the appendix, in- 


stead of lying near the front of 
the abdomen on the right side, may 
be twisted towards the back so 
that the only symptom is back | 
pa.r.. Tr,e app.-ndix can lie in some '< 
"Uur part of tne abdomen and it I

mean appendicitis.

Re- 
covery if operation is done prompt- 
ly is almost certain.

is bitter news for Americans in a new book, the latest of many biogra- 
phies of John L. Lewis, by Saul Alinsky, of Chicago. 


Alinsky claims that Lewis told him of a dramatic interview be- 


tween himself and the late Frank Murphy, the governor of Michigan, 
later a justice of the supreme court, at the climax 
of the ClO-Communist insurrection in the form of 
sit-down strikes, riots and public terror m 1937. 
If Alinsky's report is truly presented and if Lewis 
did not lie to give himself the better of the situ- 
ation, Murphy was a historic coward.

Most experts today agree that 


to go into the two zone, you must 
have at least a trick and a half. 
North's hand meets this require- 
ment for a bid of two diamonds;

Alinsky says Lewis told him he 


read the order. It established rec- 
ognition in 'writing by Murphy of 


his oath-bound duty to enforce tha 
law. 


"Lewis wheeled on the gover- 


nor, thundering 'governor, do you 
know what this means?' " Alin- 
sky writes. "Murphy, shaken, re- 
plied, 'yes, but there is nothing 
else I can do.' " 


Was He Yellow? 


Lewis then indulged in some 


characteristic hamming and Mur- 
phy, in a trembling voice, said he 
was doing this because it was his 
sworn duty to uphold the. law. 
Lewis knew he was yellow and was 
playing on his fear. 


No Lewis sneered at the law. He 


reminded Murphy that Murphy's 
father had been arrested for riot- 
ing in an Irish demonstration in 
Canada against the British rule in 
Ireland and that his, Murphy's, 
grandfather had been hanged .in 
Ireland as a revolutionary. That 
for the sanctity of the law, Lewis 
said to Murphy. But Judge Lynch, 
of Galway, had hanged hig own 
son in a classical case of the sanc- 
tity of the lav/ in Ireland. 


"You 
want my answer, sir?" 


Lewis then said, according to Alin- 
sky. "I give it to you. Tomorrow 
morning I shall personally enter 
Chevrolet plant No. 4. I shall or- 
der the men to disregard your or- 
der. I shall then walk to the largest 
window, divest myself of my outer 
raiment, remove niy shirt and bare 
my bosom. Then when you order 
your troops to fire, mine will be 
the first breast that those bullets 
will strike." 


Then Lewis lowered his voice. 


"-And, as my body falls from -that 
window to the ground, you listen to 
the voice of your grandfather as* he 
whispers in your ear, 'Frank, are 
you sure you are doing the right 
thing?' " 


"Governor Murphy, white and 


shaking, seized the order from, 
Le\vis's hand and tore out of tha 
room. The order was not issued 
and next day General Motors col- 
lapsed and capitulated." 


That scene of betrayal which es- 


tabUshed the CIO's monopoly and 
recognized crime and terror as 
legitimate weapons for the labor 
monopolists was one of the most 
fateful in American history. 


It is characteristic of Lewis that 


he withheld all this -until Murphy 
was dead. He is not brave himself 
but a magnificent fourflusher. And 
yet the story does ring true to the 
character of both the men.

Tito Has His 
Hands FuU in 
Battling Reds

The 
fierce 
quarrel 
between 


Moscow and politically rebellious 
Marshal Tito of Yugoslavia seems 
to be mounting- to a crisis. 


Activities of Russia and her sa- 


tellites seem to support uncon- 
firmed reports reaching the Amer- 
ican state department that the 
satellites, with Soviet backing, are 
planning a guerrilla 
campaign 


against Tito. 


The idea would be to establish 


a base inside Yugoslavia and in- 
spire a revolt among Yugoslavs. 


In short, Tito ostensibly would 


be overthrown by a rebellion from 
within his own country. 
-- So far as Moscow is concerned 
it has made no secret of its in- 
tention to crack down on Tito in 
due course. 
Many of its moves 


have been made quite openly. 


As far back as October 3 the 


marshal told his ramy officers 
htat Russia had been "forging its 
irons" against Yugoslavia. 


The middle of this month the 


Yugoslav 
government 
accused 


neighboring Romania of frequent 
violations of the Yugoslav border 
and airspace, and of attempts to 
"provoke armed incidents and un- 
rest." 
Similar notes were sent 


about the same time to Russia, 
Bulgaria and Hungary. 
i 


Then on October 19 the Yugoslav 


official press reported that Rus- 
sia had moved Red army troops 
into neighboring Cominform coun- 
tries as part of a war-mongering 
campaign against Tito's govern- 
ment. 
The official press further 


charged that satellite countries, 
with Soviet help, were strength- 
ening their border guards and were 
building trenches all along their 
frontiers with Yugoslavia. 


In the face of these develop- 


ments, Tito thus far has maintain- 
ed a rugget front. 
This is not 


without reason, for he is a soldier 
of wide experience and has been 
preparing for contingencies. He 
is credited by informed American 
officials with having sufficient 
military strength to handle any 
border fighting that might de- 
velop. His army is said to total 
about 600,000 and it is comprised 
of 
some of the world;s finest 


fighting men. 


While Tito's army likely is 


strong enough to take care of 
border warfare, he obviously might 
not be able to repel a wholesale 
invasion by the Soviet bloc. How- 
ever, such an invasion might set 
the drums of war rolling the call 
for another world upheaval—and 
there are few who believe Russia 
would challenge fate that far.

Boulevard of Broken Bodies 
Has 1?500 Accidents Yearly

Baltimore—A boulevard of bro- 


ken bodies—that's the 
30-mile 


stretch of U. S. Route 1 linking 
Washington with Baltimore. 


Some 25,000 wheeled monsters 


whiz along the road every day. 


Persons living along the high- 


way—there are more than 50,000 
of them in about 57 cities, towns 
and villages—usually refer to it as 
the 'IjoulevarcL But they have other 
names for it, too. Like Hell's high- 
way and Bloody Lane. Another is 
Suicide Pike. 
~ Sgt. J. BL Ctuhwa of the 


Maryland State police esti- 
mates there are about 1,500 
accidents on the 
boulevard 


every year. He says about half 
of these never are investigated 
because 
they 
Involve 
only 


minor damage and are not re- 
ported to police. 
The others range from collisions 


which injure no one but tie up 
traffic for miles to spectacular 
smashups involving several ve- 
hicles. Most of the automobiles 
and trucks in accidents which are 
investigated are from out of state. 


Cushwa's files contain pictures 


of twisted autos, bloody corps* 
and hysterical survivors. 


Smashups this year already have 


claimed at least 27 lives. For th 
first six months of the year th 
injured rate was about 18 fo 
every fatality. 


Among the summer accident 


was one involving a bus, a tractor 
trailer, and a passenger auto. 


Witnesses said the tractor-trail 


er jacknifed, swinging its rear sec 
tion across the highway. The bus 
traveling in the opposite direction, 
plowed into the trailer and sent i 
spinning into a convertible. 


Two occupants of the convertibl 


were killed and 20 bus passenger 
were hurt. 


Although the boulevard contains 


many dangerous curves and is dot 
ted with traffic lights, state polic 
point out two curious factors abou 
its death rate. 


One is the relatively high 


number of pedestrians Includ- 
ed among the fatalities; the 
other is that most of the acci- 
dents occur on straight runs, 
not corves. 
Cushwa thinks there may be 


psychological element 'behind th 


ireponderance of collisions on the 
traightaways.. 


"Apparently many of the vic- 


una were familiar with the road 


watched road signs warning 


hem about the dangerous curves," 
Cushwa said. "Once they passed 
he curves, they probably were 
ager to resume their faster pace 
and relaxed their caution." 


From time to time engineering 


improvements on the boulevard 
have been suggested. The Mary- 
and state roads commission has 
carried out many of these, but 
ately it has been reluctant to 
tackle those which involve major 
expenditures. 


The state has agreed to a plan 


'or building a super-highway on a 
split-the-cost basis with the fed- 
eral government, and this project 
las been given priority over more 
expensive improvements on the ex- 
isting Baltimore-Washington boul- 
evard. The state has made some 
progress on the section it is to 
build, but lack of federal appro- 
priations has retarded work on the 
stretch to be built by the govern- 
ment. 


But regardless of what some 


people say about the condition of 
3ie existing road authorities con- 
tend it all really goes back to that 
sasic cause of accidents; the con- 
dition of the man behind the wheel.

Princess Elizabeth Stirs 
Her Country With a Rebuke

Public pronouncements by the 


king and other immediate mem- 
bers of the British royal family 
ordinarily 
are non-controversial 


and are sanctioned in advance by 
the prime minister's office, since 
the monarchy is constitutional. 


For this reason England sat up 


and took notice when 22-year-old 
Princess Elizabeth, heiress to the 
throne, made a public address in 
which she gave the country a 
good trouncing for lax morals. 
She was speaking -at a Mothers' 
Union meeting and her remarks 
were aimed primarily at divorce, 
which has increased heavily since 
the outbreak of the late war. 


Hits at Divorces 


"When we see around us the 


havoc which has been wrought, 
above all among the children, by 


the breakup of homes," said the 
princess, "we can have no doubt 
that divorce and separation are 
responsible for some of the dark- 
est evils in our society today." 


This speech by the niece of King 


Edward VIII, who abandoned the 
throne to marry an American di- 
vorcee, was the sharpest deliver- 
ed by royalty in recent years. It 
had the surprising effect of bring- 
ing a rebuke from the Marriage 
Law Reform 
committee 
which 


broke the traditional attitude to- 
ward royal utterances by chal- 
lenging her statement that di- 
vorces lead to many of Britain's 
social evils. 


One of the highly interesting 


aspects of this development, as I 
see it, rests in the fact that Mrs. 
Geoffrey FLsher, wife of the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, 
presided 


over the meeting at which—the 


princess 
spoke. 
Therefore 
it 


strikes me that Elizabeth must 
have had not only the approval of 
Prime Minister Atlee's office but 
that of the head of the church 
of England. 


Moral Revival? 


If that is so, what is the signifi- 


cance? 
Well, there are those in 


informed places who believe that 
England is ready for a moral and 
religious revival. They feel that 
the country won't overcome its 
economic troubles or 
regain its 


old status until there has been a 
tightening up of morality. 


In order to understand this new 


point one must know that the 
country is possessed of a very 
strong national conscience. It's 
the sort of thing which swept Ed- 


eyes are likely to change sufficiently within a 


two year period to indicate the desirability of a check- 
up of your eyes and a revaluation of your glasses.
